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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 
1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14 5 including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on November 27, 2006, has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 62, 64, 66, and 68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Each claim has a parent claim that recites, "wherein the warning allows the user to 
determine whether to store the captured image." Each of claims 62, 64, 66, and 68 also recites, 
"the control unit determines . . . whether to start the recording process or not" (or some variation 
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thereof). The specification, however, does not describe how the user and the control unit both 
make the same decision. 

Figure 4, for instance, shows that the recording process occurs in step S3 5, which is 
shown in detail in Figure 7. 

In step S94, the user is asked whether he or she wishes to store the image. This step 
corresponds to the above-cited limitation in the independent claims. However, there is no step 
that corresponds to having the control unit determine whether to start the recording process (i.e., 
the process shown in Figure 7), because, as shown in Figure 4, the recording process is always 
performed. In other words, the specification provides for a decision to be made (by the user) as 
to whether storage occurs but does not provide for any decision to be made as to whether the 
recording process occurs. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 61, 63, 65, and 67 are allowed. 

Regarding each of these claims, no prior art could be located that teaches or fairly 
suggests an image capturing apparatus or method that determines whether to issue a warning to a 
user or not based on at least a first white balance value representing a white balance captured 
before a switch is operated and a second white balance value representing a white balance 
captured after the switch is operated, wherein the warning allows the user to determine whether 
to store the captured image.
